2.94. Last year the average net pro-! 
fit amounted to about $10.10. The 
diflerence largely. is accounted for by 
the state of the market, Last year 
fhe prices at which the steers were 
sbld in the spring ranged from a cent 
and a quarter to a cent and a half 
higher than the prices at which the 
steers were purchased in ,this spring.
